St. Petersburg, Aug. 29.—5:05 u. m. 


—T'r.e operation around Liao Yang 
have undergone a complete change. 
Owing to the delay in the concen- 
tration of General Kuropatkin's army 
as a result of the terrible condition of 
tn« roaas, trie Japanese siezea the op- 
portunity to attack the slow mnvir.y 
corps and severe fighting occurred 
August 27th and 28th, in which the 
RuEJians lost another thousand men 
aid they now probably will have to 
accept a general engagement. General 
KurOpatkin himself describes the lat- 
est phate of the hostilities m a long 
despatch to the emperor from a point 
on the railroad a few miles south of 
Liao Yantj, where
